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THOUSANDS 
VULNERABLE 
TO FLOODS 


Massive investment is needed, says agency 


SHEPWAYS coastline needs 
huge investment in sea 
defences to prevent more 
than 13,000 homes being 
flooded, according to the 
Environment Agency. 

Unless urgent action is taken to 
strengthen the district’s sea walls, more 
than half a million acres of farmland, 
along with sites such as Lydd airport 
and Dungeness nuclear power stations, 
could disappear under the waves. 

More than 1,000 homes could also 
be lost to cliff erosion, claims the agen¬ 
cy’s draft strategy on how to tackle the 
dangers caused by rising sea levels.

The document warns that there is 
already a one-in-five chance of flood¬ 
ing in poorly protected areas - a figure 
due to increase this century because 
of the rise in sea levels. 

Improvements including earth¬ 
works, groynes and new shingle are 
needed to prevent disaster, it is 
claimed. The new defences will cost an 
estimated £97 million. 

Peter Midgley, Kent and East 
Sussex area manager for the Environ¬ 
ment Agency, said: “With our climate 
changing and sea levels rising, we 
must look at how we will manage the 


risks here well into the future. If we 
don”t, we could see many houses per¬ 
manently flooded, impossible to 
access, or even lost for good. 

‘We urge anyone who lives, works or 
enjoys visiting these areas to find out 
more about our proposals and have 
their say.” 

Cllr William Richardson, the Shep- 
way council cabinet member respons¬ 
ible for coastal management, wel¬ 
comed the proposals. 

He said: “The council’s community 
overview committee and its recently 
formed flood working group will be 
looking in detail at the strategy and

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Deputy mayor 
waits to learn 
if she will face 
police charges

THE Deputy Mayor of 
Folkestone, Cllr Emily San¬ 
ger, will hand herself in to 
police this week to find out if 
she is to face criminal 
charges following an alleged 
fight with her husband. 

Both Cllr Sanger and her 
estranged husband, Gerald Sanger, 
were questioned by police last month 
after the reported fight at his home. 

The Liberal Democrat represent¬ 
ative for Folkestone’s Harbour ward 
admitted in an interview with 
Yourshepway that there had been an 
altercation and she claims she was 
defending herself. 

However, she also revealed that it 
was Mr Sanger who called in the 
police. She said: “About five weeks 
ago I went round to my husband’s 
house to visit my children.” 

It was during this visit that the 
alleged dispute occurred, with police 
being called, and the following day 
the estranged couple were ques¬ 
tioned by police. 

Cllr Sanger said: “We were both 
placed on bail to try to calm things 
down - he had to stay away from me 
and I had to stay away from him. 

“I am on bail until May 30 [Friday]. 

I will hear if I’m going to be charged 
then.” 

Cllr Sanger was recently re-elected 
as the Liberal Democrat deputy 
mayor despite a challenge to replace 
her by her own party amid concerns 
that her political opponents would 
seek to exploit the situation. 

At the council annual general 
meeting on Friday, May 16, Liberal 
Democrat Cllr Bev Rolfe proposed 
Cllr Tom McNeice for the position of 
deputy mayor. 

A majority of the Liberal Democrat 
councillors voted in support of Cllr 
McNeice, but the attempt to replace

Cllr Sanger failed when the vote, 
involving all members of the full 
town council, was split eight-eight 
between the two candidates and 
Mayor Peter Gane [LibDem] made a 
casting vote in support of his deputy. 

Cllr Sanger said that she had felt 
she had the backing of her party 
despite the vote against her. 

She said: “They have given me lots 
of support -1 don’t know why people 
had voted the way they did. 

“People have to do things for what 
they think is in the best interests of 
the town.” 

Cllr Sanger said she had felt 
“emotional” when Cllr Gane voted in 
her favour. 

“I was emotional, very touched - it 
must have been a very difficult deci¬ 
sion for him, I am so glad to have his 
support.” 

Cllr Sanger said that she had been 
delighted to be re-elected. 

“I loved doing the job last year and 
I am looking forward to carrying on.” 

Mr Sanger could not be reached for 
comment.

we will be giving our response to it as 
part of the Environment Agency con¬ 
sultation. We will also be supporting 
the EA in its public consultation and 
I will be attending as many public 
meetings as possible.” 

Cllr Lynne Beaumont, leader of 
Shepway council’s Liberal Democrats, 
said: “It would have been easy to 
believe our sea defences were ade¬ 
quate, given the publicity. 

“However, after reading the con¬ 
sultation document from the Environ¬ 
ment Agency, it becomes only too clear 
that we are left feeling incredibly vul¬ 
nerable when it comes to rising sea 
levels, especially those who live on 
and around Romney Marsh. 

“Shepway council has just complet¬ 
ed major sea defences along our 
coasts, but it is apparent this does not 
meet the safety needs of our resi¬ 
dents. It will fall to the Environment 
Agency to fulfil this role.” 

As well as the potential loss of 
625,000 acres of Romney Marsh, 
there are concerns that the two reac¬ 
tors at Dungeness could be vulner¬ 
able to flooding. 

The plan states: “There are two 
nuclear power stations [which] 
require a high standard of defence. 

“Protection against erosion and 
extreme events, such as a tsunami, is 
needed until Dungeness A and B 
stations are fully decommissioned.” 

The beach at Greatstone is reck¬ 
oned to be at risk, as are Romney 
Sands, St Mary’s Bay, parts of 
Dymchurch sea wall, Hythe Ranges 
and the beach between Hythe and 
Folkestone. 

The Environment Agency is launch¬ 
ing a consultation on the proposals, 
with a series of drop-in sessions and 
exhibitions planned in the area - the 
first of which is at the University 
Centre Folkestone from 2pm-8pm on 
Thursday, June 5.

A MAN from Folkestone has been 
fined £900 by magistrates after fail¬ 
ing to carry out repair work to his 
house.

This month a team from Howletts and Port Lympne 
braved snakes and crocodiles in Congo to see the 
groundbreaking conservation work carried out at the 
Aspinall Foundation's Lefini reserve. Returning just last 
week, Tricia Corkhill writes about her trip.

CAMP Iboubikrou, in the Aspinall 
Foundation’s Congo reserve, sits on 
the bank of the River Lefini in a 
clearing in the jungle. 

Within minutes of leaving the protected area 
we were in the botanical ‘gardens’, although it 
was really a botanical jungle. 

We were lucky enough to visit the four 
orphan gorillas, who had been rescued from 
the bushmeat trade, several times. 

They play with each other all day but are 
supervised by ‘eco nannies’ who have worked 
with the gorillas for years. Tanga, the older of 
the four, is quite a clown and saw us as the 
entertainment. 

We saw all 12 gorillas at the reserve, eight 
adults and four babies, along the bank of the 
river close to the new site at Abio. 

But not in a million years did we think we 
could catch a glimpse of the three silverbacks 
who reside on Batchelor Island along the river 
from the Abio site. 

After stopping at two places and calling 
them, we came across all three - Rupert, Titi 
and Sid - all staring at us in our hand-carved 
narrowboat as we took pictures of them. Sid 
won my heart. He had polio and had to use his 
arm to close his jaw to enable him to eat.

Our accommodation consisted of several 
single beds with a mosquito net over each, a 
light and a socket, and a small table and chair 
- we didn’t need anything else. We had three 
hours’ electricity between 6pm and 9pm each 
evening from a generator. 

Luc and Marielle Mathot, the couple who 
run the reserve for the foundation, recom¬ 
mended we take a torch with us at night if we 
wanted to visit the toilet as there were often 
cobras and black mambas about. 

I slept the best I had done for weeks, but 
mainly because of the heat and the walking 
each day. It was hot and even after taking a 
shower - cold water, of course - you felt dirty 
and damp again. No need for mirrors, make¬ 


up or combs - just Deet to repel the mozzies, 
baby wipes and cream. 

We were warned that there were crocodiles 
in the river running alongside the camp, so to 
bathe was at our peril - only one was adven¬ 
turous enough but realised the current was far 
too strong to swim anyway. 

On the return leg via Brazzaville airport, 
without knowledge of French we would prob¬ 
ably still be in Congo. 

Needless to say, it was more difficult to get 
out of the country than into it. We boarded the 
aircraft relieved to have cleared Customs but 
with many exciting and lasting memories of a 
trip that taught us so much about the work of 
the foundation and the people of Congo. 


No misconduct 
by councillor 


Residents to decide if 
they want to become a 
town or stay a village 


THE Adjudication Panel for 
England has cleared Cllr Chris 
Capon of three counts of 
misconduct. 

An appeals tribunal found the 
county councillor for Hythe had not 
breached the councillors’ code of 
conduct over comments about the 
Hythe town clerk when he was a 
town councillor in 2006. 

Shepway council standards com¬ 
mittee had found that Cllr Capon 
had breached three articles of the 
code of conduct, but the appeals 
tribunal dismissed this ruling on 
Friday, May 16. 

Speaking after the tribunal’s 
ruling, Cllr Capon said he was 
delighted with the decision. 

He said: “It has been a long time 
coming, but I felt it was never in 
doubt - in 40 years in politics I have 
always followed my conscience. 

“At the meeting I was voicing the 
opinion of my constituents, many of 
whom have said to me that they 
have had problems with the clerk.” 

A spokesman for Shepway coun¬ 
cil said: “Chris Capon appealed 
against the findings of the council’s 
standards committee - as he is 
entitled to. 

“The adjudication panel, in its 
findings, commented on two proce¬ 
dural matters concerning the com¬ 
mittee’s hearing of the case. 

“These will obviously be consid¬ 
ered in future committee hearings.” 


THE date of the Sandgate referen¬ 
dum on the controversial decision to 
change the village’s council to a town 
council has been announced. 

On Thursday, June 12, residents 
will get the chance to have their say 
on the decision to change the nature 
of the village’s administration. 

The referendum, which will be held 
at Sandgate Library in Sandgate 
High Street and at St George’s 
Church Hall in Audley Road between 
4pm and 9pm, will ask the question: 
“Sandgate Council made a decision 
on March 11 2008 and changed from 
a parish administration to a town 
administration. Do you want the 
council to reverse this decision?” 

No polling cards will be issued and 
voting will be in person only. 

Cllr Season Prater, who was recent¬ 
ly elected as representative for 
Sandgate Valley after standing on an 
anti-town platform, welcomed the 
referendum. 

She said: “It is time that residents 
had their say on this issue, so I’m 
delighted so many people turned up 
to demand the poll. 

“Whatever the result, the council 


must then listen to and honour the 
decision - it would be scandalous if 
the poll result was ignored. 

“In common with many local people 
I will be voting for the council to 
reverse its decision. 

“I firmly believe we should have a 
parish administration and that we 
have no need for a mayor.” 

Cllr Geoffrey Boot, who was con¬ 
firmed as town mayor at the council’s 
annual meeting on May 11, said the 
debate had been dominated by a few 
individuals. 

He said: “There is a vocal minority 
of about 70 people who have made a 
lot of noise about this - we will have 
to see what the 3,200 people in 
Sandgate think. 

“We won’t be spending public 
money on trying to influence public 
opinion, though I am sure my politi¬ 
cal opponents will be out trying to 
change people’s minds. 

“Opponents of the change have 
tried to convince the public that it 
means all kinds of things - that 
Sandgate will become a town. 

“It will bring benefits to Sandgate 
that we would not otherwise have.”

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Cannabis finds 
double in county 

THE number of cannabis plants seized 
has more than doubled in the last 12 
months, according to police. 

In 2006/07, fewer than 4,000 plants 
were found during police raids, but in 
the last year the figure rose to 8,350. 

The figures are a huge increase on the 
number found four years ago, when just 
735 plants were seized. 

Last week police raided two addresses 
in one street in Ramsgate. Officers dis¬ 
covered about 200 plants in the first raid 
and more than 100 in the second. 

Police said 32 cannabis factories were 
closed across the county last year. 

But Martin Barnes of DrugScope, a 
group which analyses the impact of ille¬ 
gal substances, has queried police tactics 
and their effectiveness. 

He said: “I don’t think these sort of 
raids are going to get cannabis off the 
streets. There’s no evidence they are 
impacting on availability.”

Seahorse discovered 
in Channel waters

A SEAHORSE has been discovered 
off the count/s Channel coast for 
the first time. 

The creature was discovered in Shakespeare 
Bay, close to Dover harbour, at a depth of about 
15 metres. 

Seahorses have reportedly been washed up 
on the shoreline before but this is the first time 
one has been officially sighted and filmed. 

Two volunteer divers, Brian Stockwell and 
Ian Barrie, made the discovery. 

The creature was about three inches long and 
was identified as a short-snouted seahorse - 
scientific name Hippocampus hippocampus. 

A creature of the same species has been seen 
in the Thames estuary in recent weeks. 

Bryony Chapman is a diver and marine offi¬ 
cer for Kent Wildlife Trust, which oversees the 
national Seasearch programme, set up to docu¬ 
ment undersea life. 

She said: ‘We have had very occasional 
reports of seahorses washed up around the 
Kent coast, but we believe this is the first sight¬ 
ing and the first film of these elusive creatures 


in their natural environment in this area. The 
team is very excited.” 

Seahorses are classified as fish, despite their 
unusual appearance. They normally inhabit 
warm waters and favourite haunts include 
coral reefs and mangrove shores. 

In a breeding pair it is the male which 
becomes pregnant. They are threatened prima¬ 
rily due to loss of habitat, but about 35 species 
have been catalogued. 

The smallest is the pygmy seahorse, which is 
about a quarter of an inch long, while the 


Pacific seahorse can grow to about one foot in 
length. Seahorses feed on small crustaceans 
and fish, relying on camouflage both to avoid 
predators and catch their prey. 

The creatures are also under threat because 
of the beliefs in traditional Chinese medicine 
that their skin and organs can be used to treat 
throat infections and heart disease. 

The Government has recently announced 
that both short-snouted and spiny seahorses 
are to be protected under the Wildlife and 
Countryside Act. 


BUSY FIRST MONTH FOR FLYING FORCE 



The new police helicopter was used for 25 hours 
in operations across the county during its first 
month in action. 

The aircraft is jointly operated by Kent police 
and their colleagues in Essex and is available to 
either force up to 20 hours a day, seven days a 
week.

The crew also gathered photographic evidence 
of cannabis plants in Ashford and six people were 
arrested in April when it directed officers on the 
ground to an illegal hare course meeting. 

Ann Barnes, chairman of the Kent Police 
Authority, said she was pleased the helicopter 
was proving its worth. 

"This extra tool will play a significant role in 
the coming years and bring big benefits to 
taxpayers on both sides of the Thames,” she said.

Mark Dance, KCC cabinet member for edu¬ 
cation operations, resources and skills said: “I 
welcome the decision by the Secretary of 
State. 

“We put forward the change of date from 
January to September so that parents can 
use their choices wisely and not have to gam¬ 
ble on a grammar or comprehensive place. 

“I appreciate the concerns of some families 
about testing earlier in the new school year, 
and I would like to reassure those that the 
tests are standardised against a national 
sample and results will take account of the 
child’s age at the time of testing. 

“Parents would be wise to make every 
effort to visit a variety of schools to ensure 
they are able to make an informed choice for 
their preferred schools before November 7, 
2008.” 

Families across the county were asked for 
their views on moving the date and the 
majority voted in favour of earlier testing.

THE Kent Test is being moved to 
September to allow parents to 
apply for secondary schools know¬ 
ing if their child has passed the 
exam or not. 

The test, the 11-plus, is instrumental in 
deciding what sort of education is best for a 
child. 

Until now primary school children have sat 
the exam in January, with parents getting 
the result four weeks later, by which time 
they have already had to apply for schools. 

But the change is designed to allow them to 
select grammar or comprehensive schools 
knowing the result. 

Ed Balls, Secretary of State for Children, 
Schools and Families, is behind the move, 
which came after consultations between 
Kent County Council and parents’ groups. 

Parents need to register their child for the 
test between June 2 and July 11 this year. 

Kent Test registration forms will be sent to 
every primary school in the county, and 
neighbouring authorities and schools will be 
provided with information to issue to their 
parents.

ROAD workers repaired more than 11,314 
potholes during April - following the harsh 
winter weather.

The vast majority of repairs - 8,394 - were 
the result of reports from residents and high¬ 
way inspectors. 

The rest were done by highway crews 
repairing potholes on their own initiative.

LibDem switches to 
Tories after losing 
vice-chairman seat 

A COUNCILLOR on Shepway District 
Council has switched sides to join the 
Conservatives. 

Cllr Antony Dunning resigned his member¬ 
ship of the Liberal Democrats on Wednesday, 
May 17, after losing his seat as vice-chairman 
of the council’s corporate scrutiny committee 
at the LibDems’ annual general meeting earli¬ 
er that day. 

Cllr Dunning said that losing his seat to 
someone who had not previously declared an 
interest in the position until the night of the 
AGM had been “the straw that broke the 
camel’s back”. 

He said: “It seems that they do not appoint 
people on the basis of their ability, rather on 
who is political flavour of the month. It was a 
question of how the party is run - there was a 
great deal of secrecy around some decisions.” 

The corporate scrutiny committee will be 
chaired by Cllr Tim Prater, and the second- 
ranking member will be Folkestone Town 
Mayor, Cllr Peter Gane. 

Cllr Dunning, who has been a member of the 
Liberal Democrats for four years and repre¬ 
sented the Folkestone East ward for just over 
a year, said he had switched parties because of 
how the Lib Dems were being run rather than 
because of a change in his political fortunes. 

He said: “I haven’t been happy since they 
took me off the scrutiny committee. The thing 
that caused this was the AGM, where we 
decided on committee positions - that was the 
straw that broke the camel’s back.” 

Cllr Dunning said that he had not yet made 
up his mind as to whether he would seek re- 
election, only that: “If I do stand at the next elec¬ 
tion, I will stand as a Conservative candidate.” 

Cllr Lynne Beaumont, leader of the 
Shepway Liberal Democrats, said: “Antony 
made his decision and we would like to thank 
him for his hard work over the last year.”

Q This is the first Sellindge Music Festival. How did it come 
about? 

A My business partner Andre Double and I 
met teaching at Castle Community College 
in Deal. Andre had been organising a music 
tent for his grandfather Leslie Birch’s rally 
Sellindge Steam Special. Leslie owns Hope 
Farm in Sellindge where the festival will be 
held. After visiting Glastonbury a few years 
ago he asked Andre to create a gathering with 
a similar ethos on his land. Last year I joined 
Andre and organised a folk tent alongside his 
music stage. The music was excellent and 
attracted attention, so much so that we 
realised it should stand as an independent 
event, Sellindge Music Festival was bom. 

Q How many people are you expecting to attend the 
event? Are you expecting a predominantly local crowd? 

A With current ticket sales there will be at 
least two thousand people each day. If tick¬ 
et sales continue as they are we should see 
anything up to 5,000 each day. We are expect¬ 
ing the majority of ticket sales on the day to be 
local though tickets sold so far show we have 
fans coming from as far as Scotland and 
Jersey, even the Netherlands. 

Q How important is it for you for local bands to have a 
showcase at the event? 

A lt is essential for us to be able to showcase 
and celebrate local talent, I don’t think it 
would be right to be a music festival in Kent 
and not do that. The majority of our artists are 


from Kent. To encourage this even further we 
also have the BBC Radio Kent stage hosting 
top talent from across the county and an open 
stage for budding local performers. 

A What can we expect in terms of the atmosphere and 
^facilities? 

A Sellindge Music Festival is the ultimate 
fusion - the welcoming, relaxed atmos¬ 
phere of a folk festival with the music variety 
of a mainstream event like V or Glastonbury. 
We also have workshops including DJ skills 
and pottery; there will be beach volleyball, 
good food, trade stalls, children’s entertain¬ 
ment and a VW camper field for enthusiasts. 
We even have the world trials bike champion 
Scott Wilson showcasing his talent. 

Q Kent has perhaps the busiest festival season it's ever 
had this year. How do you intend to compete? 

A We are offering something different at a 
fraction of the price. We have listened to 
and selected the best up and coming talent 
from around the UK, Ireland (and Australia) 
to ensure that we don’t have the same line-up 
as every other festival this summer. 

Q ldlewild will be headlining the Saturday night. How 
important is it to have a band with such a chart pedigree 
involved in terms of marketing the event? 

A lt was very important for us to have a well- 
known headliner, of course, to help in mar¬ 
keting the event as people are more likely to 
buy a ticket if there is a band they know. We 


had to negotiate with agents which was a new 
challenge, especially as Andre and I have tried 
to keep costs as low as possible. We also intend 
to share any profit with charities including the 
Pilgrim’s Hospice. Rory Mcleod, winner of a 
BBC 2 Live folk award, Mark Morriss, voice of 
The Bluetones and Holmtik, in the DJmag top 
10, have also all been great signings for 2008. 

Q lt seems every festival must cover a range of music. Is 
this something you embrace or a necessary reguirement 
in an increasingly competitive marketplace? 

A I’ve been going to festivals since I was very 
young. As a music lover I would be very 
disappointed if every band at an event sound¬ 
ed the same. 

Q Your ticket prices are very competitive compared to the 
major events. Do you feel the likes of Glastonbury are 
becoming too expensive? 

A We set out to make our event accessible by 
making it very well priced. We also decided 
to remove as many of those hidden extras’ as 
possible like parking charges and camping by 
including them in the price. Accompanied by 
an adult under 12’s are also free and even our 
bar is priced at pub prices. Glastonbury is a 
wonderful festival, unique, but it does cost a 
small fortune and the ticket buying process is 
difficult, At only £20 per day/£40 for the week¬ 
end (in advance) I think Sellindge has opened 
up its gates to everyone who would like to 
come. For more information visit www.sell- 
indgemusicfestival.co.uk.

Solace for Bond fans

Author Ian Fleming would have been 100 
years old today but he died on August 12, 
1964, in hospital in Canterbury, following a 
heart attack suffered on a Sandwich golf 
course. Most famous as the writer of 12 
novels and nine short stories featuring 
super spy James Bond, he also wrote the 
children's classic Chitty Chitty Bang Bang. 
He lived for some time at a house in St 
Margaret's Bay which he bought from his 
friend Noel Coward, before moving to 
Jamaica when the money from the Bond 
books started flowing.

BOND fans can celebrate the 
100th anniversary of the birth 
of his creator Ian Fleming by 
visiting the landmarks in Kent 
which provided the backdrop to 
his novels. 

The author, bom 100 years ago today, lived 
for many years in St Margaret’s Bay and 
used locations across the county for scenes in 
his cherished secret agent books. 

To mark his centenary his fans can embark 
on their own 007-style adventure exploring 
the settings James Bond battled villains 
including Sir Hugo Drax, Goldfinger and 
Blofeld. 

Instead of outer space - as in the film - the 
White Cliffs of Dover was the base of Drax in 
Moonraker, while Charing Hill was the scene 
of a car chase rather than Venice in the movie 
- where Roger Moore raised an eyebrow in a 
gondola. 

Also in the novel 007 is busy negotiating 
“the bottlenecks of Ashford and Maidstone” in 
the only story set entirely in the UK - actual¬ 
ly just Kent and London. 

Villainous Goldfinger had his base in 
Thanet in the book - and most famously 
Bond took him on at golf at Royal St George’s 
near Sandwich. 

Fleming kept the description of “the great-

est seaside golf course in the world” but for 
some reason changed its name to Royal St 
Marks. 

The secret agent with a licence to kill 
arrives in Kent from London “through the 


dainty teleworld of Heme Bay” as he has a 
silent prayer to the US pilots then based 
at Manston to be careful with their nuclear 
payloads. 

The village of Pett Bottom in east Kent is 
mentioned as the childhood home of007 in an 
obituary written by secret service chief M in 
You Only Live Twice - when he thinks the 
agent is dead. 

It reads: “.... the youth came under the 
guardianship of an aunt, since deceased, Miss 
Charmian Bond, and went to live with her at 
the quaintly-named hamlet of Pett Bottom 
near Canterbury in Kent. 

“There, in a small cottage hard by the 
attractive Duck Inn, his aunt, who must have 
been a most erudite and accomplished lady, 
completed his education for an English pub¬ 
lic school...” 

The Duck Inn exists and was Fleming’s 
local for a while and he wrote some of You 
Only Live Twice, which involves ninjas, arch 
villain Blofeld and a castle of death, while in 
the pub. 

Fleming lived for a time in the village of 
Bekesboume nearby but his most famous 
home in Kent was at St Margaret’s Bay, 
where the red-tiled house he bought from 
Noel Coward can still be seen half way up a 
cliff. It is not open to the public.

Vintage book 
for 100th year 

A NEW Bond novel, written in the style of 
Ian Fleming by top writer Sebastian 
Faulks, is out today to commemorate the 
centenary of the 007 creator. 

Devil May Care is being hailed as the 
closest thing to vintage Fleming ever writ¬ 
ten and is set during the Cold War. 

Agent 007 has recently lost his wife and 
is portrayed as an older man than the cen¬ 
tral character in classics such as 
Moonraker or Casino Royale. 

He is investigating a series of events sur¬ 
rounding the smuggling of opium in a num¬ 
ber of glamorous locations. 

Mr Faulks has often spoken of his admi¬ 
ration for Ian Fleming. 

“The writing was very clear, swift journal¬ 
istic,” he said. “I liked the elegance of the 
style as well as a certain playfulness - not 
the heavy camp groaning jokes of the Roger 
Moore films, but the feeling that Fleming 
occasionally winks at you and isn’t taking 
it all too seriously. 

“In his house in Jamaica Ian Fleming 
used to write a thousand words in the 
morning, then go snorkelling, have a cock¬ 
tail, lunch on the terrace, more diving, 
another thousand words in late afternoon, 
then more Martinis and glamorous women. 

“In my house in London I followed this 
routine exactly, apart from the cocktails, 
the lunch and the snorkelling.”

THE head of an NHS trust’s team of 
superbug-busting experts has 
revealed the priorities for managing 
killer infections in the primary care 
setting. 

Fighting superbugs such as MRSA and 
Clostridium difficile in acute hospitals has been 
widely publicised, especially in the wake of the 
health watchdog’s report into two C diff outbreaks 
at Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust. 

But these healthcare associated infections can 
also strike in the primary care environment of 
community hospitals, care homes for the elderly 
and disabled, GP surgeries and other healthcare 
centres. 

Barrie Collins, West Kent Primary Care Trust’s 
(PCT) director of infection prevention and control, 
said: “Everyone has a part to play. 

“It is not just the professionals but patients 
themselves and visitors are all a part of the pic¬ 
ture in preventing infection.” 

Techniques 

KOS Media’s Clean Safe and Healthy campaign 
has seen the award-winning publishers join forces 
with the NHS across Kent to promote hand 
hygiene to help tackle superbugs. 

Mr Collins and his team at the PCT have been 
running a series of roadshows to spread the sim¬ 
ple message WASH YOUR HANDS and help peo¬ 
ple find out more about healthcare associated 
infections. 

More than 200 people turned up to an event in 
Gravesend and another big crowd was expected at 
today’s show in Dartford. 

Mr Collins, who is also director of nursing at 
the trust, said: “GPs, practice nurses, care homes 
and community hospitals use standard infection 
control and prevention techniques. 

“The most important is washing hands and

using alcohol gel. 

“People should wash them at home, especially 
before eating and preparing food. 

“Check your healthcare professional has washed 
their hands first, if you’ve been sick or had diar¬ 
rhoea do not visit loved ones and follow doctor’s 
instructions about antibiotics.” 

He said his team at the PCT has been using epi¬ 
demiology, which is the study of how disease 
occurs in different groups and why, in order to plan 
how infections could occur and how to fight them 
in the future. 

This includes surveillance of bugs that are 
emerging as possible threats, he said. 

GRE (glycopeptide-resistant enterococci), which 
can cause urinary tract, blood stream and wound 
infections, is among the bacterium Mr Collins is 
“keeping an eye on”. 

The number of infections of GRE in the PCT’s 
area remains low but board members are kept up 
to date monthly on such emerging infections, 
he said. 

Steno (stronotrophomonas maltophilia) is 
another such infection. In the six months up to 
March this year Dartford and Gravesham NHS 
Trust reported six cases and a similar number 
were found at the Maidstone trust. 

The bacterium can pose a threat if it sticks to 
medical equipment, such as catheters, and grows 
into a biofilm which can enter patient’s blood 
stream or lungs. 


Pressure 
for homes 
from new 
migrants 

TOWNS in the county will 
have to squeeze in thousands 
more homes for migrants in 
the coming years, according to 
new figures. 

Government predictions say 
36,000 people will arrive in the 
South East needing accommo¬ 
dation each year up to 2029. 

The figure covers Kent, 
Sussex and parts of Essex and 
was released by the 
Department of Communities 
and Local Government. 

It is a revised estimate 
after initial calculations made 
four years ago were viewed as 
too low. 

Impact 

The study also concludes 
that the South East will be a 
more likely destination than 
London for newcomers, as 
there will be more work avail¬ 
able for the unskilled in areas 
such as agriculture, especially 
in the summer months. 

Sir Andrew Green, of the 
Migrationwatch group which 
monitors newcomers to 
the UK, said: ‘This underlines 
the massive impact immigra¬ 
tion is having throughout 
the country. 

“The effect of immigration on 
housing demand is an aspect 
which the Government does its 
best to play down.” 

The figures also predict that 
one third of new households 
across the country will be 
formed by new immigrants. 

But critics of the 
Government still say this is an 
underestimate and put the fig¬ 
ure at nearer 40 per cent.

Mundella Primary has had a walking 
bus plan, which sees pupils walk to 
school in groups with parents, for six 
years - one of the oldest in the county.

PUPILS at South Kent College 
have been learning about the dan¬ 
gers of substance abuse. 

As part of National Tackling Drugs Week, 
students on the Progression Award in 
Community Justice course at the college have 
been working to raise awareness among their 
classmates about the risks posed by illegal 
drugs. 

Throughout last week the students, who are 
learning about how to work with people with 
drug dependency, have been highlighting the 
issue by running a stand in the college’s can¬ 
teen packed with information about the dam¬ 
age that can be caused by drugs. 

Nick Tomaszewski, the director of the 
course, said that he was delighted with the 
interest the exhibition had been attracting. 

He said: “There have been people looking at 
the stand every day. There has been a tremen¬ 
dous amount of interest.” 

Pupils on the course - which includes contri¬ 
butions by former drug users and health care 
professionals - are working to gain a Level 3 
City and Guilds qualification that will allow 
them to study for an NVQ in Health and 
Social Care. 

The course, which will be renamed the 
Certificate in Community Justice in Sep¬ 
tember, is run with the assistance of the Kent 
Drug and Alcohol Action Team (KDAAT) - a 
county council organisation given the task of 
reducing substance dependency across the 
county. 

Sally Duncan, a workforce development offi¬ 
cer with KDAAT, said: “Our event attracted a 
huge amount of interest from other students 
and tutors across the Folkestone college site. 

“We are delighted with the success as it is so 
important to make the most of every opportu¬ 


nity to communicate positive prevention mes¬ 
sages to young people.” 

The students’ actions were backed by Home 
Office minister Vernon Coaker, who thanked 
them for their efforts. 

He said: “National Tackling Drugs Week is 
about highlighting the vital work that goes on 


every day across the country to cut drug 
abuse. I congratulate those who go that extra 
mile to help thwart drug supply and to encour¬ 
age young people to stay away from drugs.” 

The minister said that overall drug use has 
fallen during the last 11 years while drug 
related crime has fallen by a fifth since 2003.

“Perennial under-achievers” Spain have a lot 
to answer for when it comes to paella - who 
thought of that? - so will not be getting my 
vote. 

And finally Germany. Can an Englishman 
ever support them? The answer is no. Never. 

So there’s the solution -1 shall support who¬ 
ever Germany play. Because I fear they might 
well be good enough to go all the way.

Which festivals are you playing this year? 

We are down for quite a few so far: Faversham Hop 
Festival, Broadstairs Folk Week and a festival in Kent 
which we can't talk about yet because we haven't been 
confirmed. But it's huge and we're very excited about it. 

We've decided not to play a couple of other festivals 
because the organisers are refusing to pay the local 
bands, which is wrong. All bands, especially the local 
ones that helped the organisers get their project off the 
ground in the early days, should receive payment - even 
if it's just a token £100 per band. 

What is it like to play to such a big crowd - do you 
prefer playing pub gigs? 

We love festivals and larger venues. We're a big band 
with 11 members and we are a festival-type band - it's 
all very theatrical and visual, with props and all manner 
of mayhem - so the bigger the stage the better. We 
can't play many pubs because most of them don't have 
the room! 

Have you got any new songs in the pipeline? 

We are covering some songs from the 1920s and 1930s 
- and are working on some of our own new stuff 
including My Wife Is On A Diet and Cushion Foot 
Stomp. We are also working on a swing version of Peter 
Cushing Lives In Whitstable and have received some 
very positive feedback on our version of Hey Jude - 
we've turned it into a tango version. 

What are your plans for the rest of the year?

Pressure group 
is out of order 


It is a very worrying state of 
affairs for democracy and 
freedom of choice if a vociferous 
pressure group is able to 
effectively gag an elected 
representative who does not 
happen to agree with their point 
of view [about the planned Lydd 
airport development].

We believe that the code of 
conduct for councillors should not 
prevent them from talking to the 
community or to the media. 

What it should do is set 
standards that prevent 
communication that could result 
in a councillor receiving a 
personal or financial gain - 
which would clearly be 
inappropriate. 

Cllr Carter’s comments were 
that the development would 
bring a welcome jobs boost to the 
region - how could it be argued 
that he would benefit personally 
or financially from his 
statements? 

It appears to us that the anti¬ 
pressure group is really clutching 
at straws if it feels forced to take 
this extreme action when 
someone happens to disagree 
with it. 

We live in a democracy and it is 
important that a debate can be 
had in a reasoned and fair 
manner without our elected 
officials living in fear of being

leading man - himself

DIRECTOR Peter Howitt thinks 
he’s the luckiest man alive - after 
becoming a father for the second 
time and releasing a film which he 
wrote, directed and stars in. 

Besides the phenomenal success of his 
writing and directorial debut Sliding Doors, 
the Manchester-born star is still probably best 
known in the UK for his turn as Joey Boswell 
in 80s TV sitcom Bread. 

In the 20 years since the Liverpool-based 
series came to an end, he has made the leap 
from actor to director and worked with a 
string of Hollywood A-listers, including 
Gwyneth Paltrow and Pierce Brosnan. 

But his latest film, Dangerous Parking, came 
about from the need to “give himself a kick up 
the backside”. 

“One weekend back in May 2004, I was 
sitting in my office in Vancouver and I was a 
bit fed up because a film I’d made, Laws Of 
Attraction, hadn’t done very well. 

“I wasn’t disappointed by that, because it 
didn’t bother me, but I didn’t like the fact that 
it didn’t bother me. So I started questioning 
myself. 

“I thought, What kind of film-maker are 
you? Or are you even a film-maker? Are you 
just the bloke who made Sliding Doors and 
then got to make loads of other films because 
that put you on a red carpet ride?’.” 

During this internal dressing down, Howitt 
spotted a book on his desk called Dangerous 
Parking, by Stuart Browne, which he’d read on 
the flight from London back to his home in 
Canada after making Laws Of Attraction. 

The semi-autobiographical novel follows the 
exploits of alcoholic independent film-maker 
Noah Arkwright, who battles his addictions to 
sex, drugs and alcohol, until his life takes a 
more tragic turn. 

“It’s very visceral, moving, anarchic and very 
real, and it’s got my kind of dark, edgy

humour,” he says. “But it’s all over the place, 
like a fragmented memory. There’s no 
chronology to it - it’s like a projectile vomit of 
a life. “It’s a fantastic read, but I didn’t think 
you could make a film out of it. It’s too 
unapologetic and too raw.” 

He opened the book again and discovered 
that on the plane he had written ‘start here’ on 
page 69. He wrote about 10 pages that day. 

Five days later he had an entire screenplay 
and then, with a positive response from his 
film-making partner, he began the lengthy 
process of finding funding, and a cast and crew, 
to make the movie. 

Eventually Howitt had to resort to 
unorthodox means to get the film made. They 
sold ‘shares’ in the film and managed to recruit 
a crew and cast, including Saffron Burrows and 
Sean Pertwee, for nothing or a deferred fee. 

And then, just weeks before filming, his lead 
actor dropped out and Howitt found himself 
standing in as Noah. 

He said: “This film rises or falls on who plays 
Noah, so in the end I played the lead role as 
well. I guess that was the way it was meant to

“There’s 
this myth that if you wear different 
gear, you’re cool. If you go back 45 
years, I had long hair and wore black. 
A new generation grew up and they 
think they’re being different. My mum 
is wearing shoes she bought 40 years 
ago and now they’re back in fashion.” 

Having presented his own BBC 
magic show for 15 years and enjoyed a 
successful live career to date, Daniels 
is looking forward to joining the line¬ 
up of the Best of British Variety Tour. 
For him it will be a welcome return to 
the old days of variety. 

“When my aunty was in show busi¬ 
ness, they would work with lots of dif¬ 
ferent acts,” he said. “When this job 
came in I immediately said ‘yes’. Last 
week I met a few of the other perform¬ 
ers and we spent two days laughing. 
They’re all professionals, yet for years 
on TV we’ve seen amateurs perform¬ 
ing badly and Simon Cowell slagging 
them off. What’s all that about?” 

Daniels, 70, certainly started to 
learn his craft early. He was bom in 
South Bank, Cleveland, and already 
had the theatre in his blood as his par¬ 
ents owned the local Hippodrome. The 
discovery of a book about party tricks 
at the age of 11 introduced him to 
magic and he never looked back. 

Fate intervened when he landed a 
summer season in Newquay in 1969, 
resulting in Daniels achieving his 
childhood dream of becoming a profes¬ 
sional magician. He had already 
established a busy live schedule in the 
UK and abroad when he was asked to 
appear on Granada TV, launching his 
television career. 

The Paul Daniels Magic Show 
became a staple of the BBC’s enter¬ 
tainment programming from 1979 to 
1994 and also branching out into 
game shows and children’s TV. But 
old-school variety shows appeared to 
become unfashionable. 

No longer being a primetime televi¬ 
sion entertainer has advantages, as 
Daniels has found. These include the 
freedom to accept long-term contracts 
abroad and spend his time on stage, 
where he is most relaxed. 

Daniels has however appeared on a 
number of reality shows including 
Celebrity Big Brother, The Farm and 
X Factor, Battle of the Stars, in which 
Daniels and his wife - ‘the lovely 
Debbie McGee’ - were voted off first. 

“My job in showbiz is to cover as 
vast a range of it as I can,” he said. 
“People forget I have to make a living.”

FOR an old girl in sight of 
her 60th birthday, the 
Cornish Belle chugged 
into Falmouth Harbour at 
such a lively pace that 
squawking seagulls wisely 
kept their distance. 

“This is the largest natural bay in 
the world after Sydney” boomed 
the commentary. 

A £7 return ticket took us on the 
voyage from the waterside pub at 
Tolveme - still a place of pilgrim¬ 
age for Americans because thou¬ 
sands of US troops set sail from 
here for the Normandy landings in 
1944 - and down the drizzly estu¬ 
ary of the Canick Roads. 

The pubs on Falmouth’s seafront, 
I imagine, have changed little since 
the brave Yanks sailed by. 

Then it was back on board for our 
return to Tolveme - and possibly a 
cream tea at the Smugglers 
Cottage, a 15th century inn, with 
rosettes from both Les Routiers 
and Egon Ronay, if we felt peckish 
at the end of the voyage. 

With the A30 now dual carriage¬ 
way all the way west to Indian 
Queens, and low-cost flights into 


Newquay from Manchester, Leeds, 
Glasgow, Newcastle, Cardiff, and 
Cork (a new service from 
Birmingham starts at £16.79p sin¬ 
gle, plus taxes), Cornwall is nearer 
than ever before. 

Our base for the week was the 
village of Devoran, just off the A39 
south of Truro. The Sail Loft, which 
probably hummed with skilled 
craftsmen a century ago, has been 
converted into a three-bedroom 
home with a massive living 


room/kitchen area at first-floor 
level, beneath a vaulted ceiling. 

The location, at one end of a 
sleepy village where the only shop 
opened on Monday afternoons, was 
perfect for a restful week. 

Barely a hundred yards away, up 
a slope which seemed more chal¬ 
lenging on the return leg in the 
dark, was The Old Quay Inn with 
local ales and home-cooked meals 
for less than a tenner a head. 

In the daylight, climbing the 


lanes of Devoran made a perfect 
stroll in a setting reminiscent of the 
Welsh valleys. 

Within a dozen miles of the vil¬ 
lage, there’s plenty to see and do. 
Around the comer are the magnifi¬ 
cent gardens of Trelissick, 370 
acres of parks and woodland, 
crammed with rhododendrons, 
hydrangeas and maples. 

A few miles north of Devoran is 
the city of Truro, its splendid 
‘medieval’ cathedral only complet¬ 
ed in 1910 - but more ravaged by 
time than you might expect, 
because it’s made of Bath stone. 

As a city, Truro is fun because 
superstores are kept carefully clear 
of old streets and alleyways. 

The city’s choice of restaurants 
gets better all the time: try locally- 
sourced venison in Tabbs, the 
bistro-style Bustopher Jones, 
recently and lavishly refurbished, 
and Mannings in the Royal Hotel, 
owned by Lyn Manning, sister-in- 
law of late comedian Bernard. 

Head south from Devoran and 
Falmouth becomes the gateway to 
The Lizard, with an intriguing 
array of family attractions, includ¬ 
ing the Flambards Experience, 
Poldark Mine and Goonhilly 
Satellite Earth Station Experience. 

In a week, or even a fortnight, 
you’re bound to run out of time - 
because there is so much to see.

HIPS do help say 
leading agents 

HOME Information Packs have received 
the thumbs up from one estate agents 
which says they speed up transactions. 

The packs - detailing all aspects of a 
property’s history and design - were 
introduced to speed up the home buying 
and selling process as well as providing 
consumers with a faster and more cost- 
effective service. 

However, they have been subject to 
heavy criticism since they were intro¬ 
duced. 

But Connells has said that Hips, as 
they are known, are effective as housing 
transactions are quicker. 

A study by the estate agent, who 
tracked property sales between 2 
August 2007 and 31 March 2008, estab¬ 
lished that properties with a Hip were 
sold twelve days faster than those with¬ 
out one. 

Roger Wilson of Connells said having 
the information required for the pack 
available early means the transaction 
can start immediately. 

“If for any reason the purchaser does 
pull out, and a new purchaser needs to 
join a chain of transactions, then they 
can catch up quickly, which can save 
time and money,” he said. 

Orders up but not 
all repossessions 

REPOSSESSION order numbers 
released recently make alarming read¬ 
ing - but banks and building societies 
are keen to point out not every statistic 
represents a householder losing their 
home. 

Instead they say they are always keen 
to try and help - as it is their interests to 
keep customers in their homes. 

In the first three months of this year 
there were 27,530 repossession orders 
issued but not every one of these will rep¬ 
resent a home lost. 

The figures also include property own¬ 
ers who have negotiated a more comfort¬ 
able repayment scheme. 

In other cases the repossession order 
can act as a spur to people who have not 
realised how deep in difficulty they are. 

Figures for last year bare this out - of 
95,000 repossession orders there were 
actually a total of 27,100 repossessions. 

In order to help the Government has 
pledged that there will be extra guidance 
from the Citizens Advice Bureau.

ALL first-time buyers

The Homebuy programme, 
which was previously only avail¬ 
able to people considered to be 
“key workers”, such as nurses and 
teachers, is intended to support 
first-time buyers struggling to get 
on the housing ladder. 

The announcement came as 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
outlined next year’s legislative 
programme in the House of 
Commons recently. 

The Prime Minister also said 
£200 million would go towards 
buying new properties either for 
first-time buyers to purchase 
through the HomeBuy scheme or 
for social rent. 

About 95,000 people have been 
helped on to buy a property since 
Homebuy began in 1997. 

However, the schemes have 
been criticised for their inflexible 
rules and complex eligibility 
criteria. 

The shared equity scheme, 
Open Market HomeBuy, allows 
buyers to take a cheap “equity 
loan” on part of the property and 
a conventional mortgage on the 
rest. 

With this scheme, buyers can 
part-purchase any house instead 
of being restricted to a housing 
association's selection. 

Homeowners can gradually buy 
more shares in the property until 
they buy their house outright. 

The news is a bonus for first¬ 
time buyers - many of whom have 
been squeezed out of the mort¬ 


gage market with the changes 
occuring in recent weeks. 

Melanie Bien from broker 
Savills said: “For the many first- 
time buyers struggling to raise a 
deposit, this is very welcome news 
indeed. 

“The big advantage to these 
schemes is that no deposit is 
required - in the case of shared 
equity schemes, the equity loan is 


viewed by the lender as the 
deposit. 

“So if you have an equity loan or 
“deposit” of 50 per cent, you will 
have access to the most competi¬ 
tive interest rates for your mort¬ 
gage. 

“This is because rates will be 
lower if you have a very large 
deposit.” 

However, housing charity 


Shelter warned that the 
Government will have do more if 
it is serious about tackling the 
housing problems Britain faces 
now and in the future. 

Adam Sampson from the chari¬ 
ty said: “These measures are just 
a drop in the ocean in tackling 
Britain’s endemic housing crisis. 

“There are still 1.6 million peo¬ 
ple on council house waiting lists.”

Fit and finish is excellent at this price

Powertrains are good too, though the 
2.0-litre turbodiesel of our car is not the pick;

Out on the road though, you realise Hyundai 
still has work to do; it is one thing to mimic the 
cosmetics of your rivals, but another to create a 
chassis to ride well and satisfy the keen driver.

Invest more in staff 
employers told as 
many want to move

MORE than a quarter of employees 
in the South East don’t have any 
motivation at work, research has 
found. 

So bosses are being advised to look after 
their staff more. 

Published by Investors in People UK, the 
organisation that works with companies to 
improve their productivity, and carried out by 
YouGov, the research found that 44 per cent of 
workers are considering taking action and 
leaving their job in the next 12 months. 

Top reasons cited by employees who say they 
do not feel motivated - there were 27 per cent 
- were feeling underpaid (21 per cent) unrea¬ 
sonable workload (16 per cent) and lack of 
clear career path (15 per cent). 

Trish Fraser, managing director of Quality 
South East, which is the Investors in People 
Centre for the region, said: “Employees, how¬ 
ever long they’ve worked in an organisation, 
want better support from their managers 
alongside clear and effective feedback on their 
performance. 

“This support is vital when it comes to map¬ 
ping out career paths and identifying relevant 
training and development. 

‘Without it, employees are likely to drift and 
depart rather than stay engaged with their 
organisation’s objectives.” 

Almost half of employees in the region also 
claim their organisation has failed to continue 
supporting their career development beyond 
their initial induction period. And almost a 
quarter with fine managers said they felt 
unsupported by them.

Nationally, the research revealed that those 
employees who have been in their job for one 
to two years are most likely to be considering 
leaving their job. 

This group also cited the lack of a clear 
career path as the most de-motivating factor - 
greater than workload or pay. 

Ms Fraser added: “This research reveals a 
worrying picture, not only because such a 
significant proportion of employees in the 


South East are de-motivated, but because it 
suggests that valuable employees may be 
heading for the door. 

“We hope this research will act as a 
reminder to the region’s employers, ensuring 
they stay alert to the signs of employee demo¬ 
tivation and take action to address it. 

“Those that don’t are genuinely at risk of 
losing some valuable talent and, of course, 
experience.”
